62. (Original) The method of claim 55, wherein (+) norcisapride is 
administered together with a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 

63. (Original) The method of claim 58, wherein said (+) 
norcisapride is administered from one to four times per day. 

(Original) The method of claim 55, wherein (+) norcisapride is 
administered parenterally, transdermally, rectally or sublingually.

73. (Previously Added) The method of claim 71, wherein (+) 
norcisapride is administered orally. 

74. (Previously Added) The method of claim 73, wherein (+) 
norcisapride is administered as a tablet or a capsule. 

75. (Previously Added) The method of claim 71, wherein the 
amoxmt administered is from about 0.5 mg to about 500 mg. 

76. (Previously Added) The method of claim 75, wherein the 
amount administered is from about 1 mg to about 250 mg. 

77. (Previously Added) The method of claim 71, wherein (+) 
norcisapride is administered together with a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 

78. (Previously Added) The method of claim 73, wherein said (+) 
norcisapride is administered from one to four times per day. 

79. (Previously Added) The method of claim 71, wherein (+) 
norcisapride is administered parenterally, transdermally, rectally or sublingually. 
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
